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The Roots of the White Man (Part I) 

A Reply to Jared Taylor 


The origins of our racial 
characteristics lie in the 
distant past.

Jared Taylor’s two-part essay on the 
character of the white race offers 
many perceptive and even brilliant 
insights into the qualities that distin¬ 
guish whites from other peoples. Nev¬ 
ertheless, reading his essay, it seemed 
to me that someone not familiar with 
American Renaissance would come 
away from it thinking that whites are 
simply natural liberals, genetically 
disposed to support or exhibit 
"freedom of speech, rule of law, 
sportsmanship, republican govern¬ 
ment, high regard for women, concern 
for animals and the environment." 

One problem with Mr. Taylor’s 
catalogue of white racial traits is that 
they strike me as being largely mod¬ 
ern, and while they may indeed be 
characteristic of whites, I believe they 
derive from deeper traits that the white 
race has exhibited throughout its his¬ 
tory and in almost all the cultures it 
has developed. In modern times, these 
characteristics have often become ex¬ 
aggerated or contorted far beyond 
their original meaning and functions, 
so that today these same racial charac¬ 
teristics often contribute significantly 
to the weakness and decline that now 
threaten to destroy the white race and 
its civilization. 

My purpose in writing this re¬ 
sponse to Mr. Taylor’s article is not to 
fault him but rather to try to move the 
discussion to a higher or at least a dif¬ 
ferent and less localized plane. By 
looking at the deep racial-cultural his¬ 
tory of whites since ancient times, we 
discover more profoundly who we are, 


where we come from, and where we 
may be going. We may also learn how 
to control those traits that are now 



contributing to our destruction and to 
make use of them and other, more fun¬ 
damental ones that can help place us 
back on the path toward what should 
be our racial destiny. 

When speaking of “whites,” I mean 
the branch of the Caucasian race now

generally called “Indo-Europeans,” or 
what used to be known as “Aryans,” 
whose descendants today constitute 
the main part of the populations of 
Europe, North America, Australia, and 
New Zealand. The term “Aryan” has, 
for obvious reasons, gone out of fash¬ 
ion, but prior to the rise of German 
National Socialism, it was a widely 


accepted anthropological label, and 
the great archaeologist V. Gordon 
Ghilde wrote a book entitled The Ary¬ 
ans (1926), which remains a useful 
survey of what was then known of the 
origins and early history of the ances¬ 
tors of European Man. 

Whether we employ the term 
“Aryan” or “Indo-European,” how¬ 
ever, most anthropologists today use 
these terms merely as linguistic or at 
most cultural labels and insist that 
they do not refer to race. Yet this us¬ 
age seems artificial. The early Indo- 
Europeans, no matter where they lived 
or where their remains have been 
found, were white, and their physical 
remains, art, and languages reflect 
their essential racial unity, regardless 
of the diversity of the subracial stocks 
into which they eventually divided in 
various parts of the world and the 
mixtures with other stocks and races 
that eventually absorbed many of 
them. 

The Indo-Europeans are thought to 
have originated in the steppes of Rus¬ 
sia and began to move out of that area 
into what is now eastern and northern 
Europe, the Near East, and India in the 
third or second millennium B.C. The 
earliest known written Indo-European 
language is the Linear B script of the 
Greek city-state of Mycenae around 
1500 B.C., and it was around this time 
also that the Aryans invaded India and 
displaced the dying Dravidian civiliza¬ 
tions of the Indus Valley. 

In Europe, the Aryan invaders con¬ 
quered and displaced the non-Indo- 
European peoples of the archaic 
megalithic civilization that built 
Stonehenge and similar colossal 
monuments, hi the Near East and In¬ 
dia, the Indo-Europeans conquered

-Sir - I want to thank AR for publish¬ 
ing a large part of Fr. Thornton's out¬ 
standing Christian traditionalist re¬ 
sponse to our current racial dilemma. 
Nevertheless, as with Fr. Tacelli's 
equally brilliant 1994 lecture [AR, 
Jan. 1995) I remain disappointed by 
one curious omission in both talks. 
Neither clergyman attempted the vital 
and intellectually fascinating task of 
developing a specifically Christian 
ethics of race. Certainly our racial 
problems would be ameliorated by a 
return to traditional Christianity, as 
well as by a restoration of free enter¬ 
prise, freedom of association, consti¬ 
tutional federalism, and traditional 
methods of crime control. 

But even in such a fanciful Ameri¬ 
can future the essential racial problem 
would remain. Assuming an indefinite 
immigration moratorium, and an even 
less likely convergence of birthrates, 
socio-culturally incompatible peoples 
would continue to occupy the same 
territory, ensuring endless tensions 
that always threatened to ignite much 
larger conflagrations. 

In the course of these inevitable 
conflicts is it moral for a Christian to 
"act racially?" Given that Americans 
have consistently expressed opposi¬ 
tion to the ongoing immigration inun¬ 
dation, must the Christian simply ac¬ 
cept this illegitimate multiracial 
America? Must white Christians ac¬ 
quiesce in their politically instigated 
dispossession, or is there a theory by 
which we might wage righteous rebel¬ 
lion against the present persecutory 
regime - a theory of just civil war?

Sir - Your analysis of "The Ways 
of Our People" is enlightening, but 
your explanation of the causes of our 
current decline leaves much to be de¬ 
sired.

I have heard various theories that 
explain our decline but none is satis¬ 
factory. Some day, we will look back 
on the last few decades as a terrible 
nightmare in the history of our race 
but, like a nightmare, it may never 
have an explanation.

many peoples who had created liter¬ 
ate, urban civilizations. In some cases, 
the Aryans were, to a greater or lesser 
degree, absorbed into the larger popu¬ 
lations that they had conquered. 

Of particular interst to us are the 
common features of archaic Indo- 
European peoples, which continue to 
shape modern Indo-European-derived 
beliefs and institutions. As the French 
folklorist Georges Dumezil has 
pointed out, one of the principal char¬ 
acteristics of early Indo-European so¬ 
cieties is a hierarchical, three-tiered or 
“tripartite” class structure of priests, 
warriors, and herder-cultivators. This 
structure appears to be racially rooted 
and prefigures many of the societal 
characteristics we now think of as 
typically Western or European. 

The Indo-Europeanist J.P. Mallory 
has pointed out one of the central ele¬ 
ments of this Indo-European three- 
class society: 

“[OJne of the more obvious sym¬ 
bols of social tripartition is colour, 
emphasized by the fact that both an¬ 
cient India and Iran expressed the 
concept of caste with the word for 
colour (vama). A survey of the social 
significance of different colours is 
fairly clear cut, at least for the first 
two functions. Indo-Iranian, Hittite, 
Celtic and Latin ritual all assign white 
to priests and red to the warrior. The 
third would appear to have been 
marked by a darker colour such as 
black or blue.” 1 The racial symbolism 
of such caste colors is obvious, with 
the higher ranks of society being sym¬ 
bolized by the color associated with 
the lighter-skinned Aryans and the 


lower ranks symbolized by the darker 
hues of the conquered non-Aryan 
races. 

Indeed, racial consciousness 
among the early Aryans was com¬ 
monplace. Romila Thapar, a modern 
Indian scholar, writes, “The first step 
in the direction of caste (as distinct 
from class) was taken when the Ary¬ 
ans treated the Dasas [non-Aryans] as 
beyond the social pale, probably ow¬ 
ing to a fear of the Dasas and the even 
greater fear that assimilation with 
them would lead to a loss of Aryan 
identity. Ostensibly the distinction 
was largely that of colour, the Dasas 
being darker and of an alien cul¬ 
ture. . . . The colour-element of caste 
was emphasized, throughout this pe¬ 
riod, and was eventually to become 
deep-rooted in north-Indian Aryan 
culture. Initially, therefore, the divi¬ 
sion was between the Aryans and the 
non-Aryans.” 2 

The Laws of Mann, the ancient 
Sanskrit code of social obligations for 
Hinduism, is very explicit about the 
consequences of interracial marriage: 

“An unknown man, of no (visible) 
class but born of a defiled womb and 
no Aryan, may seem to have the form 
of an Aryan, but he can be discovered 
by his own innate activities. Un- 
Aryan behaviour, harshness, cruelty, 
and habitual failure to perform the 
rituals are the manifestations in this 
world indicating that a man is born of 
a defiled womb. . . . But the kingdom 
in which these degraded bastards are 
born, defiling the classes, quickly per¬ 
ishes, together with the people who 
live there.” 3 

Whatever modern scholars may 


say about the old Aryans being merely 
a language group and not a race, that 
does not seem to be the way the old 
Aryans themselves looked upon the 
question. 

Dumezil’s “tripartition thesis” 
shows that the archaic Indo-Europeans 
throughout the world possessed a re¬ 
markably similar social structure and 
common culture extending well be¬ 
yond language and including the or¬ 
dering of society and religion. One of 
Dumezil’s leading students, C. Scott 
Littleton, points out a crucial way in 
which Indo-European societies dif¬ 
fered from those of non-Indo- 
Europeans. “The food-producing 
class, while distinct from that of the 
warriors, was nevertheless a much 
more integral part of the total soci¬ 
ety. . . . The ancient I-E [Indo- 
European] herdsmen and cultivators— 
and perhaps the artisans as well— 
would seem to have played a part in

the total ritual and social life of their 
communities undreamed of by the an¬ 
cestors of the Egyptian fellahin and 
their counterparts in Mesopotamia.” 4 

The subordinate but distinct social 
and political role for the “third class” 
ensured a level of participation in the 
community unknown to the wholly 
dominated peasants of the Asiatic 
non-Aryan peoples. This may help 
account for the eventual appearance of 
participatory and representative 
(republican and democratic) political 
systems among the Aryan peoples. 

Moreover, the separation of the 
military and religious functions into 
distinct classes points to an early 
Indo-European tendency toward a dis¬ 
tinction between the sacred and the 
secular that seems to be entirely 
unique to the Indo-European peoples 
and which may be the foundation of 
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the later differentiation of science and 
philosophy from religion in European 
society, as well as the source of the 
conflict between secular and ecclesias¬ 
tical authority in European history. 

Finally, this ordering of society and 
social function was conceived as hav¬ 
ing supernatural or cosmic sanction 
and was held to be in accord with the 
order of nature. Some scholars believe 
that the tripartite structure of Indo-Eu¬ 
ropean society survived into medieval 
Europe with the division of society 
into "those who work, those who 
fight, and those who pray," and it may 
also be reflected in the division of po¬ 
litical functions into executive, judi¬ 
cial, and legislative in the U.S. Consti-

tution, and even in the Christian idea 
of the Trinity. 

It is possible to extract from the 
mythology of the Aryans and from the 
remains of their cultures and literature 
certain more abstract concepts that 
seem to be common to most or all Ar¬ 
yan societies and continue to charac¬ 
terize those of their descendants. Per¬ 
haps in unconscious accord with the 
quaint Aryan custom of tripartition, I 
will try to identify three such traits 
and to elaborate on their significance. 
I am fully aware of the speculative 
nature of these reflections, and wel¬ 
come any criticisms and comments 
that might correct or supplement them. 

Cosmic Order 

(1) The Cosmic Order: It is a wide¬ 
spread feature of early Aryan thought 
that there exists an objective order that 
is independent of what we believe or 
want to believe—in other words, truth. 
The Rig Veda calls this order rta, a 
term that may be linked with the word 
Arya itself, which seems to mean 
“noble” in The Laws of Mann. The 
word “Aryan” comes from “Arya” and 
a number of other Indo-European 
words seem to be connected—the 
Greek arete (virtue, the quality of act¬ 
ing like a man, from which we derive 
“aristocracy”); the Latin ara (altar) 
and the name “Arthur”. But regardless 


of the linguistic linkages, the Aryan 
concept of Cosmic Order contrasts 
with ideas of the universe found 
among ancient non-Aryans. For the 
latter, Cosmic Order is merely the 
product of will, a creature of magic, 
and it can change if those who know 
how to change it wish to do so. If the 
priests or the divine king did not per¬ 
form the proper magical rituals, the 
sun literally would not rise, the Nile 
would not flood, and food would not 
grow. In this non-Aryan, magical view 
of nature, order does not exist as an 
externally independent and objective 
arrangement of nature and its func¬ 
tioning. 

While early Aryans did believe in 
and practice magic, theirs was not a 
world-view in which nature and the 
universe were dependent on magic. 
Magic could be used to influence na¬ 
ture (through love potions or oint¬ 
ments to make weapons stronger and 
the like), but nature itself exists apart 
from the tricks of the magicians and 
sorcerers. Indeed, throughout Western 
history, magicians and sorcerers al¬ 
most always come from pre-Aryan 
Mother Goddess figures or from the 
non-Aryan Orient—from Egypt, 
Babylonia, or the “Magi” of pre- 
Aryan Persia from whom we get the 
word “magic.” 

Moreover, Indo-European gods are 
considerably less powerful than the 
deities adored by the non-Aryans. 
Zeus, Apollo, Odin, Thor, and the rest 
did not create the universe and are in 
fact subject to most of its rules. The 
subordination of Aryan gods to the 
regularities of the universe itself 
points toward a deep Indo-European 
belief in Cosmic Order, a belief that 
has major philosophical and ethical 
implications. 

It follows from recognition of the 
Cosmic Order that some things are 
true and some aren’t, no matter what 
you prefer to think, that some things 
will always and always have been true 
or false, regardless of your wishes, 
and that some things will happen or 
will not happen, whether you like it or 
not. Hence, the Greek and Nordic 
ideas of “Fate” or “Destiny,” that 
some things are beyond the control of 
the human will and are inevitable be¬ 
cause of the very fabric of the uni¬ 
verse. The concept of Fate is probably 
the origin of the principle of causality 


and the ancestor of such Indo- 
European ideas as logic, mathematics, 
philosophy, science, and theology. 

While Egyptians and Babylonians 
collected a great deal of information 
about mathematics and astronomy and 
practiced impressive engineering on a 
grand scale, their “sciences” never had 
a really scientific basis. Their knowl¬ 
edge existed either as the lore col¬ 
lected by the priests or as the products 
of practical trial-and-error. Only the 
Indo-European Greeks actually sys¬ 
tematized scientific and mathematical 
knowledge, and they were able to con¬ 
struct it into a system because the sys¬ 
tem itself was their concept of a Cos¬ 
mic Order in which all events and 
phenomena were related through cau¬ 
sality and its inexorable linkages of 
one event and phenomenon to another. 

It is notable that Christian theology 
itself, as developed under the Scholas¬ 
tic theologians of the Middle Ages and 
under the influence of rationalistic 
Greek philosophy, reflects this under¬ 
lying Indo-European belief, that even 
God behaves according to certain 
principles, just as Zeus and Odin did, 
and it is also interesting that today 
even Christian fundamentalists who 



wish to disprove the theory of evolu¬ 
tion on behalf of their religious beliefs 
try to do so through “creation sci¬ 
ence.” Among Indo-Europeans, even 
religion and the supernatural are sub¬ 
ordinate to the ancient Aryan percep¬ 
tion of a Cosmic Order that governs 
the universe from the remotest galax¬ 
ies to the life-cycles of insects. 

“It is no accident,” wrote V. 
Gordon Childe, “that the first great 
advances towards abstract natural sci¬ 
ence were made by the Aryan Greeks 
and the Hindus, not by the Babyloni¬ 
ans or the Egyptians, despite their 
great material resources and their sur¬ 
prising progress in techniques —in as¬ 
tronomical observation for example. 
In the moralization of religion too 
Aryans have played a prominent role. 
The first great world religions which 
addressed their appeal to all men irre- 
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spective of race or nationality, Bud¬ 
dhism and Zoroastrianism, were the 
works of Aryans, propagated in Aryan 
speech .... It is certain that the great 
concept of the Divine Law or Cosmic 
Order is associated with the first Ar¬ 
yan peoples who emerge upon the 
stage of history some 3,500 years 
ago.” 5 

It is from the Aryan concept of a 
Cosmic Order that modern white men 
derive their mental inclinations both to 
universalism, a tendency to think in 
terms of generalizations and abstrac¬ 
tions that apply universally rather than 
in terms of the specific, local, and 
temporary, and to objectivity, the ten¬ 
dency to evaluate events and phenom¬ 
ena with reference to the general and 
the abstract, rather than to judge them 
subjectively, as they relate to them¬ 
selves. While these traits account for 
many of the achievements of Euro¬ 
pean Man, they also, as we shall see, 
help to explain many of his racial 
problems in more recent times. 

Ethical Implications 

The concept of the Cosmic Order 
also has important ethical implica¬ 
tions, and it was as an ethical system 
that the ancient Aryans mainly seem 
to have understood it. Recognition of 
a Cosmic Order implies that human 
action has consequences—that you 
cannot do whatever you please and 
expect nothing to come of it—and also 
that sometimes no matter what you do, 
you will not be able to avoid the con¬ 
sequences of your Fate, what the 
Greeks and Norsemen respectively 
called your moira or wyrcl. Thus, the 
central concept of Greek tragedy is 
that the tragic hero suffers as a conse¬ 
quence of a “tragic flaw” that may not 
be the result of his will or intent but 
that his fate is unavoidable. Oedipus 
was doomed to commit the sacrileges 
of patricide and incest through his 
very virtue, and there are many heroes 
in Greek mythology that encounter 
similar fates. 

The ethical implication that Indo- 
Europeans drew from this belief is not 
that man should surrender or feck- 
lessly seek to avoid his fate but rather 
that he should accept it courageously. 
Achilles in the Iliad knows that he is 
fated to die young but, as horrid as 
death is to Achilles, he readily prefers 


the glory of his brief heroic life to the 
obscurity of a long and safe existence. 
By contrast Gilgamesh, in the Meso¬ 
potamian epic, seeks only to avoid 
death and resorts to all sorts of magic 
and sorcery to prevent it. 

In her survey of Norse myth, H.R. 
Ellis Davidson notes similar connec¬ 
tions between fate, Cosmic Order, and 
the heroism of both Gods and men: 

"In spite of this awareness of fate, 
indeed perhaps because of it, the pic¬ 
ture of man’s qualities which emerges 
from the myths is a noble one. The 
gods are heroic figures, men writ 
large, who led dangerous, individual¬ 



istic lives, yet at the same time were 
part of a closely-knit small group, 
with a firm sense of values and certain 
intense loyalties. They would give up 
their lives rather than surrender these 
values, but they would fight on as long 
as they could, since life was well 
worth while. Men knew that the gods 
whom they served could not give them 
freedom from danger and calamity, 
and they did not demand that they 
should. We find in the myths no sense 
of bitterness at the harshness and un¬ 
fairness of life, but rather a spirit of 
heroic resignation: humanity is born to 
trouble, but courage, adventure, and 
the wonders of life are matters of 
thankfulness, to be enjoyed while life 
is still granted to us. The great gifts of 
the gods were readiness to face the 
world as it was, the luck that sustains 
men in tight places, and the opportu¬ 
nity to win that glory which alone can 
outlive death." 6 

The Norse gods know that their 
race and the world are doomed at the 
final battle of Ragnarok, but they go 


out to fight and to meet their fate re¬ 
gardless. The concept of the “Last 
Stand,” in which an outnumbered 
army of Aryan warriors face battle 
against overwhelming odds, usually 
without any realistic expectation of 
victory, recurs throughout Indo- 
European history and legend—at the 
battles of Marathon and Thermopylae, 
Horatius at the Bridge, in the Song of 
Roland, in the Arthurian legends, at 
Ragnarok itself, or in the fiery climax 
of Njal’s Saga, and at the Alamo, 
Rorke’s Drift, and the Little Big Horn. 

Indeed, Indo-European scholars 
have recognized a distinctive Indo- 
European myth pattern called the 
“Final Battle.” As J.P. Mallory writes, 
“The epic traditions of a number of 
Indo-European peoples preserve an 
account of the ‘final battle,’ for exam¬ 
ple, Kumkshetra in the great Indian 
epic, the Mahabharata; the ‘Second 
Battle of Mag Tilled’ among the early 
Irish; Ragnarok among the Norse; and 
several others.” 7 

Moreover, the Indo-European 
hero, fighting in single combat, often 
is killed by treachery or trickery con¬ 
cocted by a non-Aryan or un-Aryan 
“trickster” figure. Thus Achilles is 
killed by an arrow shot by the Trojan 
Paris, Hercules is killed by the trick¬ 
ery of a centaur, Theseus is pushed 
over a cliff from behind, Baldur is 
killed by the jealous trickery of Loki, 
Siegfried is killed by the treachery of 
his own brother-in-law, etc. It is inter¬ 
esting that in the biblical story of 
David and Goliath, the latter, a cham¬ 
pion of the Aryan Philistines, is killed 
by the slingshot of David, and in the 
non-Aryan version recounted in the 
Old Testament, David’s conduct is 
portrayed as an act of prowess. 

The Aryan concept of Cosmic Or¬ 
der is thus closely linked to the scien¬ 
tific and philosophical achievements 
of Indo-European Man as well as with 
his ethical ideas, especially with re¬ 
gard to Indo-European military behav¬ 
ior. The concept of Cosmic Order im¬ 
plied an essentially aristocratic obliga¬ 
tion to carry out one’s duty regardless 
of the consequences but also a heroic 
recognition of what the consequences, 
including death and destruction, might 
be. While other races and cultures 
have certainly displayed and idealized 
courage, heroism, and struggle against

als into its fundamental world-view 
and ethic as fully as Indo-European 
Man. 

To say that belief in an external 
and objective cosmic order, independ¬ 
ent of the human will and human ac¬ 
tion, is characteristic of the Aryan 
peoples is not to say that such an order 
actually exists, but rather that the 
Indo-European mind seems to be 
structured in such a way (perhaps due

to neurological structures and proc¬ 
esses peculiar to it), that it naturally 
thinks in terms of such an order and 
finds the world incomprehensible 
without it. In the absence of such a 
concept, we would be unable to make 
sense of the phenomena that we per¬ 
ceive; confronted by the mysteries of 
nature, life, and death, early Aryans 
sought to understand them by explain¬ 
ing them in terms of mythologies that 
reflected an underlying belief in a cos¬ 
mic order and the duties it imposes on 
mortal men. 

Aryan Dynamism 

(2) Faustian dynamism: This is the 
quality that Oswald Spengler de¬ 
scribed as the unique trait of what he 
called the “Western Culture,” charac¬ 
terized by the “Faustian soul, whose 
prime-symbol is pure and limitless 
space, and whose ‘body’ is the West¬ 
ern Culture.” 8 In a general sense, 
Spengler is referring to the innovative, 
aggressive, creative, mobile, aspiring, 
inventive, and daring qualities that 
have always characterized Indo- 
Europeans. 

Spengler also sharply distinguished 
the Western Faustian Culture from the 
“Apollinian” and “Magian” Cultures 
of the classical age and the Near East, 
but in fact in the broader sense in 
which we are using the term here, the 
Greeks and Romans were also Faust¬ 
ian, and the Greek myth of Prome¬ 
theus, the Titan who defied Zeus by 
giving mankind the gift of fire and 
was condemned to eternal torture be¬ 
cause of his disobedience, is as much 
a Faustian myth as the Germanic leg¬ 
end of Faust himself, who dared to 


bargain with the Devil to gain knowl¬ 
edge and power and lost his soul be¬ 
cause of his bargain. 

Many Greek heroes exhibit similar 
traits of daring and eventually come to 
grief because of them, and these 
myths functioned not only as expres¬ 
sions of the Faustian tendencies of the 
Aryan people to push against limits 
and transgress established boundaries 
but also as cautionary tales that tried 
to warn men of the consequences of 
carrying their natural proclivities too 
far. While there is a superficial resem¬ 
blance between these myths and the 
Hebraic story of Adam and Eve, there 
is also a significant difference. While 
Indo-European heroes often meet their 
doom because of or despite their hero¬ 
ism, Adam and Eve get kicked out of 
Eden merely because they disobeyed 
Yahweh. Neither one did anything 
particularly admirable or heroic, in 
contrast to Prometheus, Achilles, Her¬ 
cules, Theseus, and many other Greek 
and Aryan heroes. 

The dynamism of the Aryans is 
clear enough in their earliest and most 
obvious habit of invading other peo¬ 
ples’ territories and conquering them. 
All of these early Aryans were in¬ 
tensely warlike, and their gods, myths, 
and heroes reflect their devotion to the 
martial virtues of courage, discipline, 
honor, the goodness of conquest, and 
skill in arms and sports. Virtually eve¬ 
rywhere they moved, they conquered, 
though their smaller numbers in com¬ 
parison with the receiving populations 
usually meant that sooner or later they 
would be absorbed into the people 
they overcame in battle. This was cer¬ 
tainly their eventual fate in India and 
the Near East, but in Europe, despite a 
certain amount of racial mixture and 
cultural assimilation of pre-Aryan be¬ 
liefs and institutions, they survived 
largely intact, probably because the 
receiving population was smaller and 
not as different from the conquerors as 
in Asia. 

The dynamism of the early Aryans 
is also clear in their interest in travel, 
maritime exploration, colonization, 
and discovery. The Semitic Phoeni¬ 
cians also displayed great skill in this 
regard, but the Greeks equalled or ex¬ 
celled them in establishing colonies 
throughout the Mediterranean, explor¬ 
ing the Atlantic and African coasts, 
and penetrating as far as the Indian 


Ocean and the Far East, perhaps even 
circumnavigating Africa. The most 
famous traveler of antiquity was the 
historian Herodotus, who traveled all 
over the Near East and Egypt and in¬ 
vented the very concept of history in 
his account of his travels and the con¬ 
flict between Greece and Persia. 

Alexander of Madecon was a living 
incarnation of Aryan dynamism, con¬ 
quering wherever he led his army and 
penetrating where no Greek had ever 
gone before. The racial cousins of the 
Greeks in late medieval Europe and 
the Viking adventurers of the early 
middle ages surpassed the Greeks, dis¬ 
covering the Americas and in the case 
of the Portuguese, Spanish, Dutch, 
French, and British, conquering new 
empires in Africa, Asia, and North and 
South America. The conquistadors of 
South America and the pioneers and 
settlers of North America reveal the 



same dynamic restlessness as the Ger¬ 
manic tribes that descended upon the 
Roman Empire. Their descendants 
today in the Aryan nations of the West 
stand on the edge of transcending 
them in their expansion into outer 
space itself. 

But Aryan dynamism is not con¬ 
fined to military conquest and geo¬ 
graphical exploration. It is also clear 
in the Faustian demand to understand 
nature. Just as Aryan warrior nomads 
overturned whatever cities and peo¬ 
ples stood in their path, so Aryan 
scholars and scientists, beginning with 
the Ionian philosophers of early 
Greece, have conquered nature and its 
mysteries, discarding myths, religions, 
and superstitions when they presented 
obstacles to their knowledge, and sys¬ 
tematizing their discoveries and 
thought according to the Cosmic Or¬ 
der. Alexander the Great’s solution of 
the Gordian Knot by simply slashing it 
to pieces with his sword is no less a 
racial trait of Aryans than the scien¬ 
tific achievements of Plato and Aris¬ 
totle, Galileo and Newton, and hun- 
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dreds of other scientists who were 
heirs of the ancient Aryans and who 
slashed through obscurantism and my¬ 
thologies with their minds. Their de¬ 
scendants have cured diseases, shrunk 
distances, raised 
cities out of jungles 
and deserts, con¬ 

structed technolo¬ 
gies that replace 
and transcend hu¬ 
man strength, re¬ 
stored lost lan¬ 
guages, recovered 
forgotten histories, 
stared into the 

hearts of distant 
galaxies, and 
reached into the 

recesses of the 

atom. No other 
people has ever 
even dreamed of 
these achieve¬ 
ments, and in so far as other peoples 
even know such things are possible, it 
is because they have learned about 
them from European Man. 

Afrocentrists, in their resentful and 
pathetic bitterness against whites, to¬ 
day pretend that it was their ancestors 
who created European civilization. 
The irony of their pretense is that their 
claims inadvertently acknowledge the 
superiority of the very civilization 
they hate, even as they try to claim it 
as their own. As for other civilized 
peoples, the Faustian dynamism of the 
Aryan race and civilization stand in 
stark contrast to the static primitivism 
and never-changing dullness that char¬ 
acterize the “fellahin” peoples of Asia, 
immersed in the fatalism and world- 
denying religions of the East. In trave¬ 
logues and National Geographic, we 
are treated to picturesque accounts of 
the almost animal existences of these 
peoples, whose lives, work, and minds 
are often described as being “just what 
their ancestors were a thousand years 
ago.” No phrase more accurately de¬ 
scribes the differences between the 
perpetual passivity of the non-Aryan 
and the world-conquering activism 
and dynamism of the Aryans. 

Critics of the Indo-Europeans often 
like to deflate Aryan contributions by 
pointing to the lateness of Aryan 
achievements in ancient times and by 
emphasizing that most of the basic 
inventions that made civilization pos¬ 


sible were of non-Aryan origin. It is 
true that at the time the Aryans in¬ 
vaded Europe, the Near East, and In¬ 
dia, literate, urban civilizations had 
flourished in those regions for some 
centuries or millennia and that the 
Aryans often merely destroyed what¬ 
ever lay in their paths. It is also true 
that inventions like the wheel, the al¬ 
phabet, the compass, the stirrup, gun¬ 
powder, and printing were not of Ar¬ 
yan origin. 

But the point is that while other, 
non-Aryan civilizations may have in¬ 
vented these tools, only when they fell 
into the hands of the dynamic Aryans 
did they lead to enduring achieve¬ 
ments. The Phoenicians invented the 
alphabet, but neither the Phoenician 
language nor its literature survives 
today. Egyptians and Sumerians built 
cities, empires, and great temples long 
before history knows of the Aryans, 
but today their cities, empires, and 
temples lie in mins; their languages 
are known only to scholars, and only 
Indo-European scholars care about 
them. The Chinese may have invented 
the compass, gunpowder, printing, and 
the stirrup, but only Indo-Europeans 
have applied these inventions to the 
economic, political, and cultural con¬ 
quest of the Earth. These achieve¬ 
ments are due to the intrinsic dyna¬ 
mism, the Faustian creativeness, of the 
Indo-European mind and remain un¬ 
paralleled by any other human race. 

As for the lateness of Indo- 
European achievements, this is mainly 
a function of the geography of the 
“Aryan Homeland” in the Russian 
steppes, a region that furnishes few 
materials for building cities and last¬ 
ing structures. What is striking about 
the Aryans, however, is that they did 
not remain in those regions; they con¬ 
quered other, more desirable territo¬ 
ries, took what they liked or needed 
from those they conquered, and over a 
period of about a millennium and a 
half after 1500 B.C. created a distinc¬ 
tively Aryan civilization that endures 
today. Those who repeat or swallow 
the cliche that “while white men were 
still running around in animal skins in 
northern Europe, non-Europeans were 
building cities and empires in Egypt 
and Asia” need to reflect that there 
were very few people at all in northern 
Europe at that time and that as soon as 
those who lived there or on the 



steppes became conscious of them¬ 
selves as a people, they moved out of 
the north, conquered more comfort¬ 
able climates, founded what we know 
today as Greece, Rome, Persia, and 
the Indo-Aryan civilization, and 
proved to be unstoppable by other, 
more civilized peoples who are now 
forgotten or remembered only because 
Indo-European scholarship has resur¬ 
rected and preserved them. 

Self-rule 

It is also the dynamism of Indo- 
European man that accounts for the 
comparative absence of “Oriental des¬ 
potism” in the political history of the 
Aryan peoples. Both Greece and 
Rome were originally ruled by kings, 
but the kings were never absolute 
monarchs and were elected or con¬ 
firmed by the aristocratic warrior 
classes. Very early in their histories, 
the kings were dethroned, and repub¬ 
lics, also originally aristocratic, were 
established. The Roman historian 
Tacitus noted similar institutions 
among the warrior bands of the an¬ 
cient Germans, whom he held up in 
part as models of virtue against whom 
the decadent Romans of his day fell 
short. The passive proclivities and 
static tendencies of non-Aryans render 
them easy to subjugate in such highly 
autocratic empires as those of Asia 
and ancient Egypt, imposed by slave 
armies often driven by whips and 
ruled by “god-kings” and colleges of 
priests armed with secret magical 
knowledge. It is almost impossible to 
dominate Aryans in this way for very 
long. 

Greece not only gives us the word 
“democracy,” but also the term 
“tyranny,” which describes illegiti¬ 
mate rule. There is little in non-Indo- 
European thought similar to this con¬ 
cept. While Asiatic history is full of 
palace coups, harem intrigues, assassi¬ 
nations, and uprisings led by one mi¬ 
nor potentate or another against a des¬ 
pot, all that ever happens, from the 
days of the Pharaoh Akhnaton to the 
assassination of Anwar Sadat, is the 
replacement of one autocrat by an¬ 
other. By contrast, the histories of 
Greece, Rome, and medieval and 
modern Europe are filled with acts of 
tyrannicide, political reforms, estab¬ 
lishments of law codes and constitu- 
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tions, baronial rebellions, peasants’ 
uprisings, and eventually full-scale 
revolutions in which a dynamic race 
seeks to resist being reduced to slav¬ 
ery. Those despots who have gained 
power over Aryan peoples usually 
never last very long, and those who 
overthrow or assassinate them usually 
become heroic figures. The individu¬ 
ality and dynamism of Indo-European 
man simply does not tolerate one man 
or institution monopolizing all the 
power and dictating to everyone else. 

This is clear enough in the histories 
of Greece and Rome, but it is also true 
of the ancient Germans. Historian 
Francis Owen thus de¬ 
scribes the ancient Ger¬ 
manic political institu¬ 
tions: 

“The state, if one may 
use that term, was com¬ 
posed of all the free men 
of the community. On cer¬ 
tain occasions all the free 
men were called together, 
to give assent to certain 
projects which had already 
been considered by the 
council of elders and lead¬ 
ers. The assembly had the 
power to reject such pro¬ 
posals, and instances are 
known when such assem¬ 
blies forced on the leaders 
a policy of war, because 
peace had become mo¬ 
notonous, and the hope of 
booty was a strong lure. 

“These assemblies also had the 
power to elect the leaders in time of 
war, who for the time being had al¬ 
most dictatorial power.” 9 

Already in prehistoric times, then, 
the Germanic peoples exhibited an 
archaic form of republicanism that 
was fundamentally aristocratic in na¬ 
ture. The “free men” of the commu¬ 
nity did not include all inhabitants but 
“the great mass of independent land- 
owners and the wealthier or more aris¬ 
tocratic class of recognized families, 
which might be called the nobility.” 10 
The unfree, or “thralls,” had no vote 
or standing in the assembly. The free 
men were also those who bore arms, 
and Tacitus describes their assemblies 
and how they conducted them. 

“On matters of minor importance 
only the chiefs debate; on major af¬ 
fairs, the whole community. But even 


where the commons have the decision, 
the subject is considered in advance 
by the chiefs. ... It is a drawback of 
their independent spirit that they do 
not take a summons as a command; 
instead of coming to a meeting all to¬ 
gether, they waste two or three days 
by their impunctuality. When the as¬ 
sembled crowd thinks fit, they take 
their seats fully armed. ... If a pro¬ 
posal displeases them, the people 
shout their dissent; if they approve, 
they clash their spears. To express ap¬ 
probation with their weapons is their 
most complimentary way of showing 
agreement.” 11 

When the Framers of 
the American Constitution 
guaranteed the right to 
keep and bear arms, “being 
necessary to the security of 
a free State,” they were 
following this ancient Ar¬ 
yan custom of the assem¬ 
bly of armed free men, and 
much the same custom was 
observed among the early 
Greeks and Romans. 

Owen points to the dy¬ 
namic quality of the an¬ 
cient Germans as the ulti¬ 
mate reason for their dis¬ 
unity as well as their lib¬ 
erty, which characterized 
the warring kingdoms of 
medieval as well as mod¬ 
ern Europe: 

“But there were other 
more fundamental reasons why it was 
not possible to create a unified Ger¬ 
man state. These reasons are inti¬ 
mately connected with the inherent 
Germanic love of independence, the 
spirit of individualism and the respect 
for personality. These are all highly 
desirable qualities, but in an exagger¬ 
ated form they do not facilitate the 
formation of political unity beyond a 
limited geographical area.” 12 

The natural form of government 
among the Aryan peoples, then, ap¬ 
pears to be this kind of aristocratic 
republic, tending toward democracy 
but with well-recognized rights and 
duties for non-aristocrats. A limited 
democracy thus has deep racial and 
cultural roots among Europeans, but it 
properly derives from those roots, not 
from the rootless ideologies that today 
have grotesquely expanded it far be¬ 
yond its natural role. The natural Ar¬ 



yan aristocratic republicanism is a 
form of government encouraged by 
the tripartite structure of Indo- 
European society; by its distinctions 
and balances between the warrior, 
priestly, and producer classes; by its 
tendency to separate the sacred from 
the secular; and by the apparently in¬ 
nate dynamism of the Aryan race it¬ 
self, which resists and rebels against 
any effort to impose autocratic rule or

to induce the passivity that allows des¬ 
potism to flourish. 

It is important to note that the des¬ 
potism that eventually arose in ancient 
Rome was based on a non-Western, 
Asiatic, or Egyptian model and that 
the ancient Greeks always feared and 
distrusted citizens who became 
“Medized” (i.e., adopted the customs 
of the Medes or Persians and other 
Asians) as people who were alienated 
from their own institutions and who 
might harbor ambitions of enslaving 
their own people. In Rome the great 
model for despotism was Egypt, after 
Julius Caesar dallied with Cleopatra, 
and both Caligula and Nero tried to 
imitate Egyptian and Asiatic despot¬ 
ism (both were assassinated). Yet the 
Asiatic-Egyptian model of autocracy 
eventually triumphed, as Rome’s ra¬ 
cial composition altered with the im¬ 
portation and emancipation of large 
masses of foreign slaves and immi¬ 
grants, and it was from this model that 
the Roman Catholic Church developed 
its own ideas of papal absolutism, 
which in turn were copied by the mon- 
archs of the medieval and early mod¬ 
ern periods. Despotism, even in its 
European forms, is not naturally an 
Indo-European institution but derives 
ultimately from alien peoples. • 
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Church Burnings Update 

The con game about a non-existent 
racist plot to burn down black 
churches has been so brazen that even 
a few mainstream organizations have 
decided that enough is enough. A 
Washington-based organization called 
the Institute for Religion and Democ¬ 
racy has just released a report on how 
the National Council of Churches 
(NCC) hit upon the hoax as a way to 
raise money for unpopular, 
“progressive” causes. ( See AR, Sept., 
1996.) 

A large part of the report details the 
lurid career of Don Rojas, the black 
man who is supposed to administer the 
nearly $10 million that the NCC has 
accumulated in its Burned Churches 
Fund. For four years, Mr. Rojas 
worked for the Communist regime of 
Maurice Bishop in Grenada, first as 
editor of the party newspaper and then 
as press attache to Prime Minister 
Bishop. Mr. Rojas was the real thing, 
raving about “the comrades in Cuba” 
and describing political enemies as 
“imperialist lackeys.” His government 
service came to an end only when the 
United States invaded Grenada in 
1983 and overthrew the Bishop re¬ 
gime. Mr. Rojas then removed to Ha¬ 
vana, where he served as secretary for 
propaganda and information of the 
Anti-Imperialist Organizations of the 
Caribbean and Central America. In the 
early 1990s, he edited the anti-white 
Amsterdam News in Harlem. 

Although Mr. Rojas has no church- 
related experience, he was hired by 
the NCC’s Associate General Secre¬ 
tary for Racial Justice (!), Mac 
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Edwin Clark is an Indo-European 
writer living in Washington, D.C.

Tempora, O Mores! 


Charles Jones, to dish out the money. 
Rev. Jones is a standard-issue 
“activist” minister who has unbos¬ 
omed the view that the election of 
Ronald Reagan meant “it was OK to 
be racist again” in America. In his 
younger days he organized a support 
committee for Angela Davis, then 
leader of the U.S. Communist Party.

The October issue of Commentary 
also contains a good account by Mi¬ 
chael Fumento of the trickery engaged 
in by the National Council of 
Churches and the “watch-dog group,” 
the Center for Democratic Renewal, in 
promoting the hoax about church 
burnings. Better still, the article goes 
further and places much of the blame 
where it really belongs: on the media. 
Mr. Fumento notes that although Fred 
Bayles of the Associated Press won an 
award for his work showing the real 
extent of the so-called church-burning 
epidemic, only a handful of subscrib¬ 
ers to the AP actually ran his stories. 
The New York Times, for example, 
mentioned the church burnings in 
more than 100 articles—some of them 
huge—but never touched on the ques¬ 
tions raised by Mr. Bayles and other 
critics. 

Mr. Fumento draws the right con¬ 
clusions: 

“One would think at least some 
journalists might have been led to 
wonder what this episode says about 
the way ‘news’ is manufactured, pack¬ 
aged, and shipped these days, or to 
reflect on their own role in plunging 
so many Americans into a paroxysm 


of utterly baseless recrimination. . . . 
As for admitting that they were 
wrong, and wildly irresponsible, that 
is a prospect apparently too horrible 
for them to contemplate.” (Michael 
Fumento, Politics and Church Burn¬ 
ings, Commentary, October, 1996, pp. 
57ff.) 



Meanwhile, another “racist threat” 
to black churches has proven to be a 
hoax. A black woman named Gloria 
Taylor has been arrested for mailing 
letters, filled with slurs and swastikas, 
threatening to kill blacks and burn 
black churches. She was caught by 
means of a DNA match with the saliva 
used to seal the envelopes. (Woman 
Charged With Sending Hate Mail, 
Tallahassee Democrat, Sept. 20, 1996. 
p. 4B.) 

Multiracialism Where it 
Hurts 

A mulatto immigrant from the Car¬ 
ibbean has been crowned Miss Italy 
for 1996. The victory of Denny Me¬ 
ndez, daughter of a Dominican mother 
and Italian father, caused considerable 
soul-searching in Italy about a 
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“changing national identity.” Two 
members of the Miss Italy judging 
panel were suspended for saying that a 
black woman could not represent Ital¬ 
ian beauty. One, who was later rein¬ 
stated, defended herself by asking 
whether China could be imagined se¬ 
lecting a Miss China who was not ob¬ 
viously Chinese, or whether a Miss 
Senegal could be anything but black? 

In the end, after much public dis¬ 
cussion, Miss Mendez was chosen by 
a large margin that appears to have 
included a large number of we’re-not- 
racists votes. “The contest ended un¬ 
der a sort of blackmail,” said one of 
the judges, Enrico Mentana. “Not to 
elect Denny would mean looking like 
a Class-B country.” He argued that 
Miss Mendez was hardly the most 
beautiful woman in the contest. 

Others have pointed out a certain 
hypocrisy in complaining about a mu¬ 
latto Miss Italy. No one seems to mind 
when black “Italians” win medals in 
the Olympics or play on the national 
soccer team. The respectable position 
to take on the Miss Italy question ap¬ 
pears to be that it was only a matter of 
time. Even Prime Minister Romano 
Prodi weighed in with a view: “Italy is 
changing. . . . This too is a 

sign.” (Celestine Bohlen, Italians Con¬ 
template Beauty in a Caribbean Brow, 
New York Times, Sept. 10, 1996.) 

Genetic Defenses Against 

AIDS 

Doctors have discovered a genetic 
defense against AIDS that is found in 
some whites but in no blacks. The ge¬ 
netic resistance was determined in a 
study of 1,900 American men who 
have either been exposed to AIDS re¬ 
peatedly or who have been HIV¬ 
positive but have not come down with 
the disease. A small number of whites, 
who have inherited the gene from both 
parents, appear to be completely im¬ 
mune from AIDS. Those who have 
inherited it from only one parent are 
strongly resistant to it. No Africans 
have been found who appear to have 
inherited the gene from either parent. 

Current theories as to the origin of 
this genetic difference attribute it to 
the effect of plagues that afflicted 
whites but not blacks. Europe in the 
Middle Ages had an urban, commer¬ 
cial economy with population centers 


large enough to permit the quick 
spread of disease. Africa probably 
could not have had the equivalent of 
the Black Death of 1346 because its 
population was small and dispersed. A 
mutation that protected some whites 
against the plague may be protecting 
their descendants today against AIDS.

“Racism” and Censorship 
in France 

Jean-Marie Le Pen, the leader of 
the National Front in France, has pro¬ 
voked a potentially sinister reaction by 
uttering a few truthful words. On two 
occasions in September, he publicly 
observed that at the Olympic Games 
there was an “obvious inequality be¬ 
tween the black race and the white 
race.” One French parliamentary dep¬ 
uty immediately called this “racism” 



and “an injury and a threat to human 
rights.” There were calls that Mr. Le 
Pen’s nationalist political party be 
banned. 

Even more astonishing, the 
“conservative” government in France 
appears likely to pass a law intended 
specifically to muzzle Mr. Le Pen. It 
wants to ban “distribution of racist or 
xenophobic messages,” which are de¬ 
fined as attacks on the “dignity, honor 
or reputation of a person or groups by 
reason of their . . . ethnicity, nation, 
race or religion.” Punishment would 
be fines of up to $60,000 and a year in 
jail. Only a few scattered voices have 
been raised in opposition to this law, 
which is expected to pass easily in 
October. French prosecutors have 
wide leeway in interpreting laws and 
deciding whom to indict. (Joseph

Mr. Le Pen has scoffed at the pro¬ 
posed law, saying, “The more we are 
persecuted, the more quickly our ideas 
will advance.” His confidence may be 
justified. On September 14th, more 
than 3,000 National Front supporters 
joined the funeral of a French boy 
stabbed to death by an Arab in Mar¬ 
seilles. The 14-year-old boy, Nicolas 
Bourgat was attacked without provo¬ 
cation while he was eating a sand¬ 
wich, in what Mr. Le Pen has called “a 
racist, anti-French crime.” Mr. Le Pen 
warned that unless French policies are 
changed, the French children of to¬ 
morrow “risk ending up like little 
Nicolas, by the dozens, by the hun¬ 
dreds.” The funeral, presided over by 
an archbishop, attracted city-wide sup¬ 
port, with church bells ringing and 
sirens wailing in memory of the vic¬ 
tim. (Jean-Marc Matalon, Boy’s Death

Marching Towards Multi- 
culturalism 

A La Crosse, Wisconsin judge has 
shocked the community by sentencing 
a child-molesting immigrant to Eng¬ 
lish lessons. Sia Ye Vang, a Hmong, 
was found guilty of fondling his step 
daughters, beginning in 1992, when 
they were 10 and 11 years old. He 
could have gotten 80 years in prison, 
but Judge Ramona Gonzalez sen¬ 
tenced him to 24 years of probation 
and 1,000 hours of community ser¬ 
vice, and ordered him to take English 
lessons. 

Mr. Vang’s lawyer, Katherine 
Schnell, argued that the sentence was 
appropriate because the defendant was 
from an “agrarian culture,” in which 
girls are often married off very young. 
“In our country that happened not too 
long ago; young women were cou¬ 
pled,” she added. (Dianna Bisswurm, 
Immigrant’s Molestation Sentence:

Just What We Need 

The father of Dennis Rodman, the 
exhibitionist black basketball player, 
has the entirely appropriate name of 
Philander Rodman. He lives in the 
Philippines with two wives and 15 of 
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his 27 children. “I’m shooting for 30,” 
explains Mr. Rodman, who has not 
seen Dennis in nearly 30 years. 
(Newsweek, Sept. 9, 1996, p. 25.) 

Psychological Needs 

In July, the Association of Black 
Psychologists held its annual conven¬ 
tion in Chicago. The opening cere¬ 
mony included an invocation of the 
wisdom of African ancestors, and five 
hundred psychologists wore colorful 
African clothing to hear the presi¬ 
dent’s address, which was accompa¬ 
nied by African music, drumming, and 
dancing. The president-elect was in¬ 
stalled with a blessing from a “council 
of elders,” and received a carved 
Ashanti stool from Ghana as a symbol 
of leadership. “Our mission is to liber¬ 
ate the African mind, empower the 
African Character and illuminate the 
African spirit,” explained outgoing 
association president, Thomas Par¬ 
ham. 

The black group was founded in 
1968 by blacks who found that the 
mainstream American Psychological 
Association was just not meeting their 
needs. (Jim Ritter, Psychologists Em¬ 
brace African Customs, Chicago Sun- 
Times, July 29, 1996, p. 10.) 

Canadian Craziness 

Mohamud Salah is a 27-year-old 
Somali who has twice been denied 
refugee status in Canada. He was 
booted the first time in 1993 but re¬ 
turned two months later and applied 
again under a false name. This time he 
told a better story and was promoted 
to refugee but was demoted to crook 
when his fraud was discovered. In the 
meantime he developed a heart condi¬ 
tion and was given a $75,000 heart 
transplant—at taxpayer expense, be¬ 
cause he is indigent. Mr. Salah still 
has the option of applying to stay in 
Canada on humanitarian grounds. 
(Somali Illegal Gets $75,000 Heart, 
Canada Immigration Hotline, Sept. 
1996, p. 1.) 

Good Sense is “Racist” 

In the past ten years, the His¬ 
panic—mostly Mexican—population 
of Waukegan, Illinois has doubled and 
is now a quarter of the city. Many of 


the newcomers are crammed five to a 
room the way they would live in Mex¬ 
ico, and Waukegan has passed an or¬ 
dinance limiting the number of people 
who can live in a house. “Five cars in 
the driveway, cots in the basement, 
how are you going to get them out in a 
fire,” asks one alderman. The U.S. 
Department of Justice has decided that 
the ordinance is “racist,” and has or¬ 
dered the city to back down. Wauke¬ 
gan is sticking to its guns, and will 
fight the feds in court. (Paul Driscoll, 
Illinois City Accused of Targeting 
Hispanics with Zoning Rule, The Ad¬

Bank Robbery on the Rise 

It is now well known that banks 
just hand over the money when rob¬ 
bers ask for it. Often, the robber does¬ 
n’t even have to show a weapon. In a 
recent case in Detroit, a teller gave a 
man $5,900 when he pulled up to a 
drive-through window and a passed a 
note announcing a robbery. Neither 
the teller nor anyone in the bank was 
in the slightest danger. 



Fat, unresisting targets soon be¬ 
come favorites. Detroit is now hit with 
nearly one bank robbery every other 
day. By the end of September there 
had been 123 heists, as opposed to just 
94 in all of 1995. Part of the problem 
is that Detroit judges are giving light 
sentences, and criminals know it. Con¬ 
victed bank robbers have been known 
to go free after serving as little as nine 
months. (Wayne Woolley, City Battles 
Big Increase in Bank Robberies, De¬ 
troit News, Oct. 2, 1996.) 

Israel Boots Immigrants 

Israel has long used West-bank 
Palestinians for manual labor, but oc¬ 
casionally shuts them out of the coun¬ 
try for fear of terrorism. For some 
time, it has been thought that Pales¬ 
tinians could be replaced by other 


poor foreigners: Filipinos, Indians, 
Ecuadorians, Nigerians. These labor¬ 
ers are concentrated in Tel Aviv, 
where perhaps one in every seven resi¬ 
dents is a foreigner. Unlike the Pales¬ 
tinians, who do their jobs and go 
home, the newcomers stay. As Meir 
Doron, a senior city official says about 
certain south Tel Aviv slums, “There 
are so many foreigners that the people 
who used to live there have fled. It is 
going to become a neighborhood with¬ 
out any Israelis.” 

The religious political parties are 
outspoken about not wanting non- 
Jews in Israel. Avraham Ravitz, a 
Knesset member from the United To¬ 
rah Judaism Party urges the govern¬ 
ment “not to bring people from all 
over who don’t belong here.” There 
are plans to round up and deport up to 
150,000 illegal immigrants, and the 
Labor and Welfare Minister, Eli 
Yishai has proposed setting up an Au¬ 
thority for Foreign Workers, whose 
main job would be to track down il¬ 
legals and send them home. (Neil 
MacFarquhar, Israel’s New Poor: For¬ 
eigners Replace Arab Labor but Make 
Many Uneasy, New York Times, Aug.

Steps Toward Sanity 

For decades, local governments 
have had “set-aside programs,” under 
which they steer contracts to compa¬ 
nies owned by non-whites or women. 
In 1989, the Supreme Court ruled that 
such programs were legal only if it 
could be proven that they were re¬ 
sponding to actual past discrimination. 
This spawned the lucrative business of 
hunting for past wickedness. Cities all 
across the country spent tax money on 
studies to prove they had discrimi¬ 
nated against non-whites so they could 
legally discriminate against whites. 
Most of these studies were jokes, 
based on anecdote and meaningless 
statistics, and judges are finally saying 
so. 

Recent rulings in Philadelphia, Mi¬ 
ami, and Columbus, Ohio have thrown 
out bogus studies and banned the set- 
aside programs based on them. In 
Philadelphia, the study was so bad that 
not even black activists want the city 
to appeal the ruling. They know the 
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investigation was nonsense, and fear 
that appeals court reversals will only 
be nails in the coffin of set-asides. 

One of the common approaches to 
justifying discrimination against 
whites is to argue that non-white com¬ 
panies don’t get as many city contracts 
as their numbers would warrant. The 
studies almost never take into consid¬ 
eration the sizes, capacities, or records 
of different companies so their conclu¬ 
sions are worthless. In a ruling in Sep¬ 
tember in Miami, Judge Kenneth Ry- 
skamp scoffed at the very idea that in 
contracts awarded to the low bidder, 
statistics could be used to prove dis¬ 
crimination of any kind. (Paul Barrett,

America’s Best 

In September, President Bill Clin¬ 
ton gave 11 Americans the Presiden¬ 
tial Medal of Freedom, which he de¬ 
scribed as “the highest honor our na¬ 
tion can bestow on a citizen.” In¬ 
cluded among the recipients was John 
H. Johnson, the publisher of Ebony 
magazine. According to President 
Clinton, Mr. Johnson gave “African 
Americans a voice and a face, and in 
his words, ‘a new sense of some- 
bodyness.’ “ Rosa Parks, whose re¬ 
fusal to move to the back of the bus 
started the Montgomery bus boycott, 
was scheduled to get an award but did 
not arrive in time for the ceremony. 

Others given the medal included 
James Brady, for his campaign in fa¬ 
vor of gun control, and Joseph Cardi¬ 
nal Bernardin, whom President Clin¬ 
ton called “one of Catholicism’s great 
leaders.” (Basil Talbott, Honor for 
Bernardin, Chicago Sun Times, Sept. 
9, 1996, p. 1.) 

Better to be Black 

A poll has found that one year after 
graduation from an Illinois public uni¬ 
versity blacks and Hispanics are more 
likely than whites to have full-time 
jobs. Eighty-one percent of blacks, 80 
percent of Hispanics, and 77 percent 
of whites had jobs. Likewise, blacks 
and Hispanics were more likely than 
whites to be enrolled full-time in fur¬ 
ther education. Dave Bechtel, who 
heads the placement center at the Uni¬ 


versity of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign attributes the difference, 
at least in part, to racial preference 
programs. (Susan Dodge, Minority 
Grads Find Jobs Easier, Chicago Sun- 
Times, Sept. 9, 1996, p. 1.) 

No Racism Here 

Victor Morales is the Democratic 
nominee for the Senate from the state 
of Texas. He was something of a Cin¬ 
derella, who rode around the state 
campaigning from a pickup truck, 
emerged from obscurity, and won the 
primary. Democrats are hoping for a 
huge turnout among Hispanics in or¬ 
der to put the first-ever Mexican into 
the U.S. Senate. Recently, he spoke of 
other Hispanics who, “for their own 
reasons seem to forget who they are.” 
In that group he included, quite spe¬ 
cifically, a Republican Hispanic con¬ 
gressman named Henry Bonilla. Mr. 
Bonilla, said Mr. Morales, is a 
“wannabe white,” and a “coconut” 
who is brown on the outside and white 
inside. President Clinton, who calls 
Mr. Morales “a terrific candidate,” 
still intends to stump for him in Texas.

Black Entrepreneur 

Theresa Henderson, a black woman 
who lives in the Chicago area, man¬ 
aged to bilk welfare agencies for 
$355,000 by assuming five false iden¬ 
tities and claiming a total of 27 chil¬ 
dren. She doctored birth certificates 



and used phony social security num¬ 
bers in a fraud that began in 1988. She 
has no children of her own. There is 
no telling how long she could have 
worked her swindle if she had not 
been turned in by an anonymous tip¬ 
ster. (Andrew Fegelman, Woman In¬

The New South Africa 

Under apartheid, Johannesburg was 
a pristine oasis of European civility in 
the heart of the dark continent. No 
more. Now that blacks are permitted 
in previously white areas, hundreds of 
thousands have streamed into the city. 
They have set up camp in parking lots 
and on sidewalks, hawking trinkets 
and spreading garbage wherever they 
go. Hundreds of companies have 
moved out of the city to the northern 
suburbs, where whites are fighting a 
rearguard action against the rising 
tide. Many whites now refuse to go 
down town. The Johannesburg Art 
Gallery, one of South Africa’s finest 
museums, has seen annual attendance 
drop from 150,000 to 50,000. The 
five-star Carlton Hotel, which was 
once the hub of downtown Johannes¬ 
burg, has announced huge losses and 
has said it will close nearly 500 of its 
668 rooms. Violent crime has, of 
course, been soaring. (Suzanne Daley, 
Downtown’s Denizens: Fear, and 
Fearless Vendors, New York Times, 
Aug. 21, 1996.) 

All this has happened in the space 
of five years. South Africa is going 
through a speeded up version of the 
demographic transformation that de¬ 
stroyed so many American cities. 

Exporting Money 

There are an estimated six to seven 
million people living in the United 
States who were born in Mexico. They 
are thought to send four to six billion 
dollars back to Mexico every year. 
This is a huge sum for Mexico, which 
earns no more than $8 billion on its 
largest export product, oil. This flow 
of money is so predictable that Wall 
Street firms have begun to make 
money on it. If a Mexican bank antici¬ 
pates $100 million in transfers over 
the next six months, it can borrow 
money or issue securities in New 
York, based on the anticipated reve¬ 
nue. Merrill Lynch, J.P. Morgan Secu¬ 
rities, and SBC Warburg have all ar¬ 
ranged deals of this kind. (Brendan 
Case, Sending Dollars to Mexico is a 
Big, Lucrative Business, New York 
Times, Sept. 14, 1996.) Remittances 
to Mexico are, of course, lost to the 
American economy, a fact overlooked 
by most analysts of immigration. • 
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
